are : the uQlcjra of ihu bouso were not 



satisfied with the services of two of 
the girl servants, both sisters, and con- 
scientiously felt it their duty to dis- 
charge them at the end of ilie month. 
This action on tho part of these ofTi- 
cials, innocent enough even upon its 
face, wflH perverted and made lo ap- 
pear that cbargoH bad been instituted 
against tho character of chastity of the 
women, and that Ihey wore the real 
reasons for tho step taken towards 
their dismissal. A Sunday paper of 
this city came out in a long, ftaining 
article against the beads of this Insti- 
tution, which, however, brought out 
in Monday and Tuesday papers a 
reply an<l a tiat denial from those who 
had anything to say, that their action 
in tho mailer w;is based upon any 
other ground than that of incom- 
petency. Tho matter was next pre- 
cipitated u|)on the attention of the 
lower bouse of our legislature now in 
so8-(ion — but wo will lot tho rest speak 
for irself, as taken from tbe Cuhimbus 
MoniiiKj Journal:

not a nialler for wnicli the repntalion of tlio In- 
sliliilion hIiouUI be c.illed in qneslioii. The 
(loveriior has authoiily for desi<iiating meinbors 
of the Stale Itoard of CharitioH tu make iiiqniri»H 
in ooiiiieclion with public iiiHtitiitioim, ubeii 
ohttigoH are properly lllod together for Hpecillca- 
tioiis. 

Soon after the House convened in thn aflor- 
nooii, tho matter was placed in the hands of 
Mr. llrunner, the Untamed, by Mr. Kllioit, of 
too Siiniliy Copil'tl, who bad a long arlicle read 
at the dimk setting forih tieit two girls had been 
diHCliarged at the Institnlion, and that they had 
been greatly wr<itiged by the iSlatroii and S(o- 
ward, who had ciiciihiled fuNo reports against 
them. After the reading had been Cviiioludod, 
Mr. Ih'uiiner ulTered the following: 

WiiKiiKAH, The public prosH have coutainod 
cerliiin charges maili against the cliiiHtity of two 
sisters named Laughlin, employes of the Deaf 
and IJunih A-yliiiii, l.y tho Matron and Hteivard 
of that Iii-titiition ; and whereas, tlie chiirges 
and iiinueniloes aro of Hiioh a naluru as to injure 
tho reputation of two virtUoua women; thero- 
loro, 

llfnolwd, That tho oominittee on Doaf and 
Dumb Asylum invoHtigato Maid charges, with 
power to Hi-nd for persons and piqiers, and who 
shall roDori to this body in writing tho result of 
such investigation. 

lii-aolovd. That the two young ladica bo retaiii- 
od in their eniploynieiit at the Deaf and Dumb 
tiislilnllon, until the liivuatigatioii has been 
111 ide and the reiwrl of oaid ooiumittoo ban been 
made lo this llousu. 

Tho last ro.iolutiou was atrickeu out, after aomo 

di-CllSHii.ll. 

The resolution first provided for a neleot com- 
mittee of live to be appointed by the Chair, the 
author of the resoluiion at ttiMt objecling to tbo 
standing eoniuiiltee of tho lluu^o, uot wiitbiliu 
to triint them with tho work. 

Mr. K ons, in npoaking on tbo reHolulioii. 
said it was alleged lliat some one bad made an 
eflTort to iiijuie the i'e,Mitaiion of the girls; that 
the authornios at tho Institiilion had denied that 
Ihey had anything to do with it, and tho Login- 
latino was asked to rush in and liisiitnto an in- 
vesligaiiou on a matter of personal griovaiico 
and for mere sensational purposes alone. All 
that was to be found out was why Homebody bad 
clioHen lo injure somobody oImo by a false report. 
He didn't Ibliik they should dignify tho alTair by 
luloptiii)^ tbe resolutiou. 

Mr Linton wanted t.) cut tbo roHolutiou in 
two and resolve that the girU aro virtuous, and 
tbiit would settle the inatier. 

Il was on Mr. Jones's motion that tbo roHoIu- 
tion wan amended xlriking out that feature, 
which provided for retaining the girls at the In- 
stituliiiii until the investigation closed. Ho Haid 
the Triiileet and Superinteiideiit bad cliaigo of 
the InstiluUon, una tho Legislature could not 
dictate ill regard to tbe maiiagenient. He 
thou^lit the ntanding c iiiimittee Nliould look 
nfier the iinitter, and if it Hhuiild be found that 
tbe Hteward or Matron had intentionally wrong- 
ed the girls that Ihey should answer for it. 

A vote tin the adoption of tbe leHolution waa 
taken, and not a majority of a quorum voting in 
llio attlrmalive, the re.soUitioii wax declared lost. 

The same paper, next day, added as 
follows : 

Mr. Brnuner yealerday moved to roooiiRider 
the vote by wliicli his rosoliuion to have an in- 
vestigation a< the Asylum for Deaf and Dumb 
was lost on the day previous. Tho vole stood 
yeas 'JH, nays SH, and the m ition was disagreed 
lo. A largo number of the members Ntill ad- 
hered to the idea tliiit an iiive.tixalion Hlemld 
not 1)0 made where no formal clmiges bad boon 
lllod, and where all alleged impiitatioiiH a;{ainHl 
Ihe oharaotor of tho MIssos Laughlin had boon 
prcqwrly denied.

LITERARY SOCIETY NOTES. 



Deaf-Mute Printers.

{From our Rpgular Cori-espondfnt.) 

About one hundred and thirty deaf- 
mules assembled in ono of the rooms 
of Steinway Hall, on 14lh Street, near 
FourtU Avenue, last Satutday oven 
ing, in response to a call issued by 
Mr Jacques Loew, to form a " Mutual 
Benefit Associition of Deaf-Mules." 

It was a reprofloiitillive meeting of 
Ihe most inteiliftoul denf-mulOB of 
Gotham. Among others proaeni, were 
Messrs. Reaves, Lloyd, Jones, Mann 
and Siryker, of tbe New York Institu- 
tion corps of instructors, Jlessrs. Car- 
lin. Rider, of Mexico, N. Y., Harry 
D.ivis. of Boston, Mass , Weinberger, 
Diinlap, Reynolds, Wilkinson, Povv- 
iiall. Brown, Juhring, John and Clias. 
O'Biien, Goldfogel, Temple, Tobin, 
Ekardt, Hoffman, Wilschief, Fitzger- 
ald. McNilly, S.)uwtntie, Froehiich, 
Thomson, Hodgson and others. 

Donblless many others would have 
attended, butlhe location of the hall 
W!is not given in the invitations. 

The meeting w.as called to order by 
Mr! Jncques L )ow, who moved thai 
Mr. E. A. Hodgson be elected tempo- 
rary chairman, which all agreed to. 

Rlr. A. Ekardt then road the names 
of tho members of tho German Club, 
who belong to this SucJely, Jtiid from' 
tho tone of his remarks it looked as if 
tho society was already formed, 
wbereliy the invitations sent out read 
so as to lead the recipients To suppose 
that the society was to be organized 
on that evening. 

Mr. Rjtter followed, and kept the 
floor for quite a long time. He dwelt 
on the necessity of deaf unites organ 
iziiig and of establishing a Mutual 
Benefit Society. Ho made several 
good points, and his remarks were 
well received. 

Mr. E. A. Hodgson then look the 
floor. Ho said ho thought the Society 
was to bo organized that evening, but 
from tho remarks let fall by Secretary 
Ekartd and Mr. Hitter, he 8U|)po8ed 
tho society already organized, and 
therefore tbe only thing necessary 
was to proceed witli *.he regular order 
of business and enroll new members. 

It was then decided to cist aside the 
"German Club," as it then stood, and 
reorganize an entirely new associa- 
lion. 

After a hot debate on the object of 
the Society, etc., it was decided to se- 
lect a coniraitteo to draw up a constitu- 
tion delining tbe objects of the propos- 
ed orgaiiizvtion, and every thing was 
aid on tho table till the Committee 
render their report. 

Tho Committee, as selected by Pre- 
sident Hodgson, consists of tbe fol- 
lowing genilomen : Mr. Rowland B. 
Lloyd, Chiiirmm ; Messrs. Loew. 
Carlin, Reaves, Pownall, Hotter and 
Jones. 

During tho meeting, H. C. Rider 
look tbe floor, and said a few words 
ab )Ut the society recently organized 
in Mexico, N. Y. He said tbo iuila- 
lion foe was five dollars, and the dues 
were regulated by a scale acconling 
to age. Three thousand dollars is to 
lie given to Ihe heirs of a member at 
iiis death. Tho Constitution and By 
L'lws is being printed, and copies will 
bo distributed to all who wish to join. 
The society bas been incorporated. 
Il numbers among its moinbers both 
hearing and doaf mute gontlemen, 
sime of whom aro the most widely- 
known residents of Oswego County, 
Now York. 

The Catholic Literary Union liave 
proposed tbo following schedule of 
lectures and debaies for the ensuing 
two months. Il is intended to give a 
series of recitations of tho popular 
novels of the day, by members. The 
first ot these will be delivered by Mr. 
John F. O'Brien, on Wednesdity even 
ing, March 21st He has chosen 
Cliarle* Ueade's gr^t novel, "Foul 
Play." 

"Are deaf-mutes more benefitted by 
mingling with their own class than 
with hearing people t " will bo debited 
on Wednesday, March 14th. Those 
on the aftirmative side are Messrs. 
Pownall and Donohue. Tbo nega 
live side is championed by Messrs. 
MeNally and Qriuiion. 

On Woilnesday evening, April lltli, 
the following motion will bo subinit- 
led for deba«H|"Iu case of great 
peril, which sliOTud ti m.an save, his 
wife or his inotlier, if unable to save 
both 1 '■ Tbe affirmative side will l>e 
supported by Messrs. D'Brion and 
Heydon, tho negative side, by Messra. 
Donnelly and Slattory. 

Mr. J. F. Donnelly will deliver tho 
second recitation on Wednesday, 
April I8II1. Subject not known. 

The pulilic are cordially invited to 
attend all of the above. No admis- 
sion foe is chargeil. Entrance to 
rooms either at 39 West l.'Sth Street 
or 40 West 10th Street. A big 
crowil is expected at Mr. O'Biien's 
lecture, and it is expected they will be 
amply repaid for attending. 

Mr. Alix. L. Pach has joined the 
Manhattan Lito«'ary Association. The 
society may. bo ooogrAlulated ou 



securing this gentleman as a member, 
and with a few more such it would be 
quickly pulled out of tbe " rut " it 
has been running in for a couple of 
years past. 

Mr. Enoch H. Currier, instructor of 
articulation in the New York Institu- 
tion, is to lecture this (Thursday) 
•Vduing before tho Manhattan Lite- 
rary Association. 

Nearly .all the big printing estab- 
lishments in New York City have 
deaf-mute employees, many of whom 
are graduates of the Now York In- 
stitution. Among others may be 
mentioned Mr. McCoville, who is a 
compositor in Appleton's ; John 
Hogan, in Trovv's ; W. Temple, in 
Afnnro's ; Messrs. Donnelly and 
Goldfogle, in Brown and Woods; Mr. 
O'Brien, in S. W. Green's Sons ; Mr. 
Campbell, in Polhemus ; James Russell 
in the Ifarlem Local oHice, F. 
Crorkon in tho Burr Printing House, 
and it is also said that there are deaf- 
mutes working in tho Metropolitan 
job office in J. L. Little's, and in Mar- 
tin Brown's, the city printer. All of 
the above are compositors. In one of 
those offices, nearly all of tho em- 
ployes can talk by the manual 
al|)liabet (either single or double- 
handed). Seven of those are com- 
positors, one a " devil," another the 
foreman, the proof-reader, the en- 
gineer, two pressmen and one feeder. 
Too foreman is an expert at the two- 
handed alphabet and those deaf-mute 
signs used in England, from whence 
ho ciino recently. Ho said he learned 
the alphabet from a deaf-iuiito friend, 
who is one of the best mechanical en- 
gineers in Ecgland. The foreman's 
name is Edward Taylor. 

" Amoricus," immediately after ask- 
ing the members of tbe Catholic 
Literary Union to join the Manhat- 
tan Liteniry .\8sociation, started a 
scheme which, if carried out, will 
weaken his society. He wishes to 
start a deaf-mute literary society in 
Brooklyn. He should stick to the 
.Manhattan Literary Association, and 
not attempt to weaken it by drawing 
its Brooklyn members away. If such 
a society is organized, its career will 
resemble the " one boss shay," — le., 
il will fall to pieces after running a 
shotl time. If " Amerieiis " don't like 
" to go aci'oss the river " every Thurs- 
day lo attend tbo Manhattan Literary 
Association lectures, why not stay 
home. He can resign. Wo think 
they can spare bini. He ought not to 
try to take away the Manhattan Lite- 
rary Association's best members. If 
ho is afraid to cross the river, why not 
move over? If the society won't 
come to him, why not go to the socie- 
ty T ~ X.

Oil the evening of the 17th of Janu- 
ary, the Mute Circle mot at 7 p m., in 
Ladies' Parlor at F.irewell Hall Build- 
ing. Fifty five silent Hstoners were 
in attendance. 

Lirs. M. Ltrson addressed the 
audienco on the subject of "Wo- 
man's Rights " over an hour. At the 
close of his speech, he was greatly 
applauded by the Circle, and especial- 
ly l)y the ladies present. 

Mr. J. Cotton, who presided in the 
meeting, arose and said that the above 
lecture was very interesting and full 
of good things and of historical and 
practical observations. A vote of 
thanks was given to Mr. Larson for 
his kindness in addressing the Circle. 
After other transactions were done, 
the Circle adjourned and had half an 
hour's social talk till 10 r.M., when 
ibey ran for home to take noctnrnal 
rest. 

Oil Wednesday evening, Febrn.iry 
7th, tho Mute Circle held a lecture 
ineeling of sixty silent persons. Mr. 
J. Qibney presided in the meoting. 
After prayer. Mr. A. G. Christian, who 
was educated at the Illinois Slate 
School for the Deaf and Dumb at 
Jacksonville. Ills., ad Irossed tho mooi- 
ing on — "What is the use of Parlia- 
mentary usage ?" He give some ac 
counts about how tlio legislative 
bodies, societies and moelings were 
managed in both ancient and modern 
times, and explained the proper modes 
in which meetings should bo man- 
.aged. Ho advised every mute to 
understand ihe right modes to man- 
ago well, to make motions, to discuss 
on any questions, and to act as 
gentlemanly members, and at last he 
congratulated Mr. Larson ujwn bis 
successful career to do much good for 
tho deaf and dumb in the city — and 
they need a cuampiou loader in him. 

After this lecture was over, Mr. 
.1. R. Cotton, who graduated at the 
Araericin Asylum at Hartford, Conn., 
gave some account of " His .adventures 
»%ith the Oaeidas and Cliippewas," in 
W^isconsin. Ho related the way in 
which they talked in sfgns to biin 
when he lived with them during his 
boyhood, and said he used to go hunt- 
ing and fishing with them for pcames. 
He also described their abodes and 
reservations near Green Bay. Wis. 

Votes of thanks were sent to Mes- 
srs. Chrialonson and Colter for their 
kindness in making these good dis- 
courses. 

After tho business, reports were 
read, the Circle adjourned; they all 
stayed for a short social chat, and 
then wont home at 10 p m. 

Ou the evening of February 2l8t, 
the Mute Circle met in Lower Fare- 
well Hall, at 7 p.m. A meeting of 
eighty-five souls was called to be 
ready for tho lecture at 8 r.M. 

John W. S viler, Sapariuleudent of 
tho Wisciinsin State ^chool for tbe 
D-mf and Dumb, at Delav.an, Wis., 
ascended iho jilatform. and delivered 
a lecliiro to the Circfe ou tho subject 
treated— "Character.' Ho said some 
good things of bow to study, 
build and elevate the character of 
man, and showed how characters of 



several men of political and literary 
feminenoe were formed. The making 
of good and right character, must be 
done by good and strong resolutions. 
by heart and mind of man. He said 
the good were always honored and re- 
warded for their excellent character. 
He stated that every one should take 
advantage of every good ofiportunity 
to advance in life and to make his 
character belter and belter. He 
addressed the listening audience for 
an hour and a half. At tho close of 
his lecture, great applause .and a vote 
of thanks were given to him. 

After tho business reports were 
given, Mr. L. Larson announced that 
the Young Mens' Christian Associa- 
tion had allowed tbe circle tho use of 
the ladies' parlor at Farwell Hall 
Building to hold Sabbath meetings on 
tbe second and fourth Sundays of 
each montli, at three o'clock in the 
afternoon, commencing in March.

co Hop. which will take place v»itliiii 
six weeks. 

Frank S. Huston, one of the most 
honorable alumni of the Wisconsin 
Institution, has obtained an appoint- 
nienl as a document clerk this winter 
for the fourlh time, in the Slate Senate 
of the Wisconsin Legislature, at Madi- 
son, Wis. 

Mrs. Jas. E. Gallagher has just 
gone away to stay with' her parents in 
Lincoln, III., for several weeks. 

Graco D. Emery, a teacher of the 
Chicasro Mute School, was lately given 
a handsome pair of gold bracelets by 
Mr. and Mrs. Lars M. Larson, in re- 
membrance of her kindness in acting 
as an interpreter at their nuptial 
ceremony, which took place in La 
Crosse, Wisconsin, last December.

Lars M. Larson says that there are 
at present over two hundred and fifty 
deaf and dumb persons in tho city 
of Chicago, and out of the above 
number only sixteen aro happy yoked 
pairs.

P. A. Emery, who has been tt aching 
volunt.ariiy at the Chinese Sunday 
School at Farwell Hall Building, was 
lately i)roKented for New-Year gifts 
some delicious fruits, ten littio 
packages of tea, and three colored silk 
handkercbiels, all brou«lit from China 
by her young Chinese Sabbath School 
scholars. 

Sunnel Parish, formerly connected 
with the Wisconsin State School for 
the Doaf and Dumb as steward, is 
now a renting agent in Chicago, 111., 
and has li.ad the pleasure of convers- 
ing with some deaf-mutes. He has 
been invited to lecture to tho Caicago 
Mule Circle i.i April.

Nothing has ever given the faculty 
of this lusiituiiou moro gralification 
than the exhibition given before the 
Senate and House of Repi-cseu tali ves, 
in tho Hall of the latter chamber ut 
Harrisburg, during the past week. 
The pupils, fifteen in number, and tho 
highly esleemed Prof. J. P. Walker, 
I'lincipal Foster, Matron Miss Briggs, 
Hon. 1). M. Fox and the three Judges 
of the Orphans' court, tind a few other 
direclois and llioir lady friends, left 
Philadelphia on tho 11.05 train of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, at Broad Sta- 
tion. After four houi-s' pleasant ride, 
they arrived at Harrisburg, and wend- 
ed their way lo Bolton's Hotel, where 
they registered. Having an hour to 
wait for siipiwr, they enjoyed them- 
selves by visiting tho Senate and the 
House which were bii.-iy at work, and 
t'le Governor, at his ollico. Governor 
Paltisoii received them very kindiv, 
and Ihey say they shall never forget 
ihecouriosy he exttuided them. He 
is certainly a geiiilemau well-qualified 
for the otHce of Governor. It being 
near snppor-time, thoy again return- 
ed to the hotel, where iliey got their 
supper. After supper, the pupils had 
a busy time at the toilet, and the 
steward a busy lime in fixing up tho 
stage. At 7.30 P.M., the pupils and fa- 
culty left the hotel and strolled up the 
liill I'.o'ihe Capitol, and wont into tho 
House of Rei)iesentative8. It was 
overcrowded by this lime, every seat 
was occupied, and tho aisles aud tho 
doors wei-e crowded so thai the strong- 
est man could not make his way in or 
out. Mr. Fox first addressed the 
people, completing his s|>eecli in twenty 
minutes. 

Now was the time for the pupils to 
begiii their exhibition. Si.ic pupils of 
iho lower grade were called on tho 
stage, and then Professor Walker began 
aikliossing the audience, telling them 
in glowing terms the methods by which 
the deaf are taught, and the six com- 
menced writing. They remained on 
the stage about an hour, during which 
ihey showed groat proliciciicy in writ- 
ing and sign-making, and clo.sed with 
a recitalioii of the SliirSpanglod Ban- 
ner. After that, tho articnlaliou 
greatly interested the audience with 
their lip-reading and speech making. 
Then came the more advanced piipiLs, 
who excited great admiration by their 
proficiency in writing. In iho'coui-sc 
of their exercises, a genllcnnm who 
thought he cotdd show that Ibey were 
not well educated arose, and gave 
them soinething to write and, to 
the astonishment of all and tbo 
shame of the gentleman, tbo pupils 
readily wrote wlial he wauled them 
to, as correctly as ever. Many ques- 
tions were sent up by tho senaiors, 
most of which were answered 
pi'omplly and satisf.iotorily. These 
pupils had over an hour's time 
1.0 write, and accomplished their t.isks 
amidst ti-emeiidoiis ajiplaiise. Most 
<>t the people went homo with 
light hearts and bapjiy faces, being 
sjieatly pleased with the exhibiiiou. 
The next morning at 7.30 tbev got ou 
a train of tho Cuniberlaud' Valley 
IL 11. that left Harrisburg for Carlisle, 
where they arrived at 8. They visit- 
ed the Indian training school there, 
and were very cordially received by 
('apt. Pnitl's family, tind after spend- 
ing iui hour with the Indians in their 
cha|>cl, they visitoil their school- 
rooms and various shops, and at 
twelve they took dinner with CapU 
Pratt's family, after which thej' went 
hack to the dei»ot and tho train for 
Harrisburg, where I hey got on the 
4.20 P.M. train for' Philadelphia. 
.After a pleasant ride, they arrived at 
7.30 and proceeded to the Institution. 
Mr. Pugh very kindly invited the 
pupils bore to see his zoopracediscojie 
exhibition the other week, at the 
.\cademy of Music. All were very 
much interested in it, and tho pupils 
sent a letter of tl'anks to the gentle- 
man for bis kindness.

Not 
an officer of the Assfjciation receives 
either fee or salary, save the secretary- 
treasurer, and he is to receive simply 
a fair compensation for the actual 
time spent in faitlifiilly attending to 
the labor pertinent to liis duties of 
oftice.

As stated in last week's is«.ue, the 
articles of incorporation of the Deaf- 
Mutes' Mutual IJencfit Association of 
Mexico, N. Y., were filed in the oflice 
of the Secretary of State February 
14tii, and in the oHice of the County 
Clerk of 0<iwego County, February 
20th. In a few days, the by laws, ap- 
mcmhership ami nicni- 
wiii be ready for 
u«!, and the Association in readiness 
for applications for admission to its 
hcneiiis. 

The Association has already become 
fully organized, twelve Directors for 
ihe first year and a Seccciary-lieiwur- 
er have been chosen, and within the 
next niontii will be in complete work- 
ing order. Of the twelve Directors, 
• ■iglit are hearing geiitlenieii, com- 
posed of some of tlie most prominent 
and rcsiwctaldc business men of 
.Mexico, and whose success, prudence 
and sagacity will prove of invaluable 
aid in the adminiutralion of the affairs 
of I lie Association. The otiicr mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors— deaf- 
unites — are well known and highly re- 
siK-cled, and will accomplish well the 
diiiies devolving upon tlicm. They 
are Samuel A. 'Vaber, of Scipio, N. 
Y. ; Cornelius Ciidderback, of Lyons, 
N. Y. ; Lawrence N.Jones, of Piihw 
ki, N. Y.. and Henry C. Rider, of 
.Mexico, N. Y., tlie latter also being 
Secretary-treasurer of the Associa- 
tion. In the selection of oflficers. 
great pains have been taken, with a 
view to competency combined with 
men of undoubted and unciueslioned 
reputation, and men of success in 
their personal avocations. They are 
ail niiaucially strong and practically 
sound. 

Primarily, the Asseciation in its 
conceptioii'had in view the idea of 
benefitting the members of deceased 
lieads of deaf-mute families or their 
other assigns, or the friends of the 
unmarried. It does not, however, 
detract from the inherent influences 
of the Association for this class of 
community by allowing others to he 
eligible tomeinberHhip; oniserpiently, 
not only deaf-mutes, married and sin- 
gle, male and female, between twenty 
and fifty-six years of age, inclusive, 
who successfully piws tlic prescribed 
medical exainiiiation, and pay lliu *& 
fee and advance assessment fee (to 
secure the readiness of the Associa- 
tion to meet llic payment of the first 
death loss) are eligible to menibcr- 
shii), as likewise are lieariiig innies 
uiiu females, under the same coiidi- 
(ioiis, t,o reap liie same benefits. In a 
word, all ((Uaiified are not only cor- 
dially welcomed, but most respectful- 
ly invited. 

Mr. II. C. Rider, the Secretary- 
treasurer of the association, and for- 
mer editor and proprietor of the 
Deaf-.Mutks' Jouksal, is to be 
citdited wiih having been the design- 
er of tiiis much needed pliilantliro|)ic 
enterprise. He has sjient mucli time 
and ex landed great labor in perfect- 
ing the working plan of the Associa- 
lioii, and in his ])raiscworthy strug- 
gle, has had the valiiaUie assistance 
of some of the best legal and other 
talent to be found in the enterprising 
County of O.-iwego. That liis einlea- 
vors have succeeded beyond all doubt, 
will readily be conceded by a persinil, 
when the time urrivesfor it, of liie As- 
sociation's Uy laws, Bi'yond all ques- 
tion, Ihe Deiif-.Miites' Mutual Associa- 
tion is the most ]>iiilaniiirophical 
plan yet conceived for providing for 
the fill lire necessities of the fricnrls of 
deceased deaf-mutes. It lisis always 
been a difiiciilt matter for the deaf 
and dumb to obtain judicies in good 
life-insurance companies. In some 
ca.i.cs, no doubt, this has been so with- 
out sufficient cause, but such is the 
case, and always will be, and the con 



door" of needy and worthy depen- 
dents, after ho »r she should have 
passed through the final act on life's 
great stage. " A prudent man for- 
sfcth the evil, nnd hidetli himself;

Of late, articulation seems to have 
become u very popular siiijject for 
discussion. Judging from ihe nuiii- 
eroiis and enthiisiastio articles in 
favor of the pure oral method, one i.- 
almost foiced to concliido tiiat the 
dear-mute millennium had siireiy iir- 
lived. There i8iA»vJL»CTJio longer an_\ 
di.stinction between deaf-mutes and 
he.iring people, for, according to the 
irticiilalioiiisis, the former are to be 
luiiglit to articulate so distinctly and 
read tiie lips 8o accurately that it 
would take an- expert to tell wlio is 
deaf. In short, the tongue of the 
deaf-mute is to be loosenetl and his 
ears unstojiiied, so to speak, and lie i.s 
lo Ciller upon a new life foithwiih. 

If deaf-iniites could read and under- 
stand ail tiiat is wriUeii in Hiip|iort of 
their abilities to use the vocal organs, 
I hey would have noihing but the 
pure oral ; for tliey would most natii- 
I rally conclude, according to the argu- 
ments, all they had to do was to at- 
tend an articulation school and in a 
siiort time they would be talkers of 
the first quality. 

In tiie last number of the Annuls, 
.Vliss Garrett's glowing account of tiie 
posi-ibi lilies of ariiciilalion, and l^Ir. 
Storra' sensible suggestions fiirnisli 
food for lellection for the thongliifiii. 
They bolii deserve careful perusal 
and deliberate ccnsidcralioii. 

But wiiy so much talk ? Tlie sup- 
porters of tlie jnire oral method wisii 
to convince ail that it is the best, but 
why waste so much lime in bare as- 
sertion, wiiicii only provokes tiie 
smile of tiie increuiiioiis and the 
doubts of those wiio have trodden 
Ileal en patiis so long lliat it i.s (piilc 
iinreasonaliie to ex|iect them to pur- 
sue new roads willioiit being ab.soliiie- 
ly sure that they are not giving u]) a 
reality for a inytli. No great and 
lasting good was ever accomplished by 
talk and verbal assertion. 

What is needed is practical ilo 
motistralioi; ' Mticttlatioiii.'ilM 

bad the o, , . "■ ^^"^ ^'"^ '"'<'' 

conventituis of ttic teaciiers to brin 
forward their i)ii|)il8 and dcnionstrale 
what tlicy iiad done ami were capable 
of accoin|disiiiiig. But tiicy did not 
seize the golden opporl unity. Were 
they afraid the members of tlic con- 
vention would bo too inquisitive ! 
We did not believe this was liic rea 
son; for surely they must feel thcii 
work could stand the seveiest test 
hence it must have been on uccuiiiit 
of distance and expense. But there 
are ways open to them yet. Oral 
scimois are increasing, botii in number 
and' prosperity. The Norihampton 
schord still stands, for iqiparcntly it 
WHS founded on a rock, and the New 
York Institution, witJi a naino loo 
long to lie quoted, etrelclies out 
sympathizing hands to tlic pour mute 
wiiose vocal organs arc neglected. 
Let one of these Iiisiiunions ojieii iis 
doors to the next convention of teach- 
ers, or, if this iiiipraclical>ie, let them 
labor to have coiivcni ion someplace 
convenient to them, and then bring 
ftuwanl tlicir jnipiis and, under liic 
most favorable circiimslancCB demim- 
straic clearly and fully lliesiiperioriiy 
of the pure oral method. Let all see 
the workings of tiic method, its pos- 
sibilities and its results. This, we 
tiiink, would bo far better than to as 
scrt, and deny utid cavil us to the 
merits of the two svstems. If the 
oral method bo proved superior to all 
others, the occupation of iiiatiy men 
and Women engaged in teaching by 
the manual meiliod will bo gone, but 
llie ariictilationiHts should not be 
moved by any squeamish feeling of 
sympathy, but jirosj forward and 
force conviction at once. It is the 
advantage to tho dift^f iiititc, not llie 
teacher, that is being considered. 

Ill otir humble o])iiiion. each me- 
thod has its sphere o( usefulness. One 
cannot take everything from the 
other. We are tlioroiiglily convinced 
tliiit scmi-niiites siioiild be taught in 
classes by themsidves, and allowed and 
encouraged to use their vocal organs 
to the fullest extent. Our own bitter 
experience deinoiiBtratcs the folly of 
kfsepiiig semi-mutes in classes wlicre 
they arc never aliowa^^o use tiieir 
voicoa. ^^ O. T.

Their report of this department lo Ihe 
L<-giblature is very encouraging. 
They rtcommendetl that cooking be 
c mtintiod, and that every diaf mute 
gill WHO enters tho Institution be giv- 
en a thronghont knowledge of evok- 
ing. 

Some efforts were made to have Ihe 
deaf and dumb and blind separated, 
and the former moved to a furni three 
miles from the city, wliore they would 
have more room for exercise, and be 
taught some knowiedgii of firming, 
which would be very UKefnl to them 
after leaving school, and a bill for tlie 
the sepiration was off jred in thrj S^m 
ale, but was «ither laid on or thrown 
under the table. It wouiil take any 
amount of argument to convince tho 
Legislature that it would bo tho best 
for the two classes to bo taught in 
separate Im-tilu io b. 

An :ip|iropriatioii of $72,000 has 
been made for the support of the In- 
Htitution for the luxl two years, and 
$5 000 for repiirs.

School was su<pended, and 
the pupils spent the day in diff'ereiit 
w.tys. In the evening they had a 
par'y, nnd virious gmnes were pliiyed.
